The Institute for 
Defense Analyses, which conducted 
the two-year study, uffdef a grant 
from the U. S. Justice Department, 
has suggested a variety of moves 
to combat crime in the United 
States.

The purpose in frowning on 
marriage of first cousins (and 
prohibiting it in many slates) 
is to decrease the risk of defec- 
tive children-being bpfn of such 
marriages. 

Everyone has his strong points 
and weak points, as Inherited 
fronv-hls parents. In general -we. 
get along with our various weak 
trails, 'or our stronger inherited 

■ trails tend to compensate for 
them. - " 

But when first cousins marry, 
an additional danger appears. 
They may, since to some extent 

~llfey~liavc similar heredity, pass 
■ on a double dose of some wcnk- 
nesses, This MAY happen when 
people who are not related mor- 
ry, They MAY happen to have 
.similnr weaknesses which then 
develop more strongly. In their 
children. But the risk. Just by 
Ihe tnw of averages, Is far less 
likely ^ihan with cousins. 

I have In mind a couple of 
small hoyx, going blind, The 
inoihcr and father, cousini,

.serious eye disorders. The same 
thing can happen in many parts 
of the boily.

Charles A. Gibbons, an . ana- 
lyst for the Foreign Agricultural 
Service, said In a report ttuit 
world farm production .last year 
"was good but not exceptional!' 
and per capital output in poorer 
nations lagged far behind that 
of developed countries. 

Gibbons said that the world's 
total agricultural production ln< 
eluding fibers— last year was es- 
timated at 130 per'cerit' of the 
]0S7-S9.bafle period, compared 
with 127 Iho year faefortf, 

But world production per cap* 
<ila lost year was 107 per cent of 
the base period, the same os for 
1DG7. hcsnld

For example, the Index for de- 
veloped areas such as the Unit- 
ed States, tho Soviet Union and 
Western Europe showed a 29 
per cent rise I n total , output 
since 19S0 while the poorer 
areas— including Latin America 
and Africa — showed a 31 per 
cent Increase. 

In per capital prpductlon, the 
developed orcas 'averaged .115 
per cent last year, up one point 
from 1907. while the poorer re- 
gions' per capita share was un- 
changed at 102 per 'cent. 

"Averages for the developed 
and lo;)A dcvelopcd^areas .mask 
the' divergent developments 
found within each area," Gib- 
bons reported, "Many countries 
showed decroanos from 1067. In 
ove^all production, which were 
mostly ottributed to lack of rain 
during some part of the growing 
season." 

But the per capita Index for 
the United Stales — the world's 
leading agricultural producer 
showed only lOt per cent for 
ISOS, the same os for 1007 nnd 
only four )pcr cent mora than a 
decade earlier, while the Soviet 
Union's per capita pharc 
climbed 17 per cent during the

Gibbons said that 10 years 
ago. Americans "were eating 
well and piling up surpluses" 
and. In fact, looking for ways to
